Extracts of Letters from Mr. Masson to Captain 

Wade, dated the 16th of July, 1835. 

On the 10th of July a Kaffla arrived from 
Qandabsr about 20 Yabts, (ponies). They woro 
Taden with black pepper, sulop, sadiron, manna, 
and silk. 

Up to this date, only the Kurohi{ Lohanis havo 
yentured with their merchandize to Kabul. Tho Mir 
Khels, the most opulent, are shortly expected, 
they will have heard that the Shikarpuriane 
returned to their Kotis, and Malla Badaraddin hy 
sent them many encouraging letters. It is ascer- 
tained that the Lohante have brought quite or nearly 
2,500 loads of merchandize, of which 1,600 are of 
Indigo, besider which 600 loads of ladigo have 
been sent to Qandahar. In last yoar it is said not 
above 800 loads of Indigo arrived at Kabul. About 
00 loads of Linens and Cottons are computed to be 
forthotmiog, with 200 loads of Sugar, Drugs, and

His Excollonoy the Governor of Batavia having 
heon requested by the Honorable tho Governor 
General in x despatch under dato Sih August, 
1895, to exert hia influence in furthering the d 
covery of certain Persons, Passengers and Crew of 
the Ship Charles Eaton, suppoxed to rive survived 
the wreck of that veasol in Torres’ Straits, it appears 
by Hin Exccllency's unswer to the despatch above 
noted, that he had instituted enquiry for these un- 
fortunate persons on private information, so far back 
ae the month of July, 1835. On receipt of the com- 
munication from the Honorable the Governor Ge- 
neral, (20h November 1835.) Hin Excellency di 
rected the Governor of the Moluceas to dexpatch 
asmall vessel to Timor-laut, Matabella, and the 
neighbouring Ialands, in quest of the aupposed sur- 
vivors, and intimated his intention of detaching a 
Bhip of War for their recovery, should the result 
of this onquiry fead him to ude that thesc per- 
sons were detained by the Natives on any of the 
Udlands in question. 


On the 9th December, 1835, Hix Excellency the 
Governor of Batavia addreased a further commani- 
cation to the Honorable the Governor General, in- 
forming him of the arrival at the Seat of his G 
vernment of five Seamen belonging to the Charles 
Kaion, who, after a cenidence of thirteen months on 
tho Island of Timor-laut, were taken thence and 
brought to Amboyua by an Indian Coasting Batk. 
The depositions of tho Seamen, forwarded with H. 
Excellency’s despatch, are given at fength below. 
Their statement as to the poxition of the veas 
when they left heris at variance with that afforded 
by reapoetable eye witnesses as to her present con- 
dition, it being known that she stands of lately 
atood © high and dry on tae barrier reef in Torres’ 
Suite with her Royal Yards across.” His Bx 
Jency the Governor of Hatavia statea in remarking 
on this discrepancy, (hatit gives <ulficient ground 
to encourage him in the hope that the residue of the 
Crew and Passengers of the Charles Batun may still 
he discovered ow some of these Islands of the 
Eastern Archipelago earily attainable to voyagers 
in an open boat from Torres’ Straits.

On being asked whether they hatl not been able to save 
avy more of the uofortugate Passcngera and Crew, they 
answered that such was quite impossible, as they could 
not pull up the boat MSt tie strony curreot; and ao 
individual among the Passenzers or Crew would veatare 
amidst the heavy breakers, to reach tir boat by swime 
suing.
